Mayor Moore named superintendent of 
city utility department at recent meeting: 2020 


Mayor Fred Moore was named 
superintendent of the Water and 
Electric Board Tuesday, January 10 
on a motion by Board member Jack 
Prescott. The motion was approved 
unanimously. Moore stepped down 
as Chairman of the utility to as- 
sume the position. 

The city council will appoint an- 
other council member to fill 
Moore's slot on the utility and the 
board itself will then name a chair- 
man. There has been some specula- 
tion on just who will get the nod 
for chairman, but until a full board 
is named, any such talk is purely 
speculation. 

He explained to board members 
that he felt it was necessary to take 
the position in order to have ade- 
quate control over all facets of city 
business. 

Moore noted he made state- 
ments during his campaign for the 
office that he would not accept the 
position and the accompanying 
$600 pay but since taking office 
and becaming more aware of the de- 
mands of the mayor's office that he 
can serve the people better with the

added authority that accompanies: 


the title. 

Moore told The Elba Clipper 
on Tuesday of this week that he 
would not be accepting the $600 
pay. "I told the people I wouldn't do 
it and I am not going back on my 
word", he said in his office Tuesday 
morning, 

Moore told board members that 
he and Supervisor Ed Compton had 
checked out a used pole truck as in- 
structed by the board. He said they 
were using the vehicle on a rental 
basis until bids could be obtained 
and a purchase made. It is satisfac- 
tory, Moore stated. He said the 
$500 weekly rental would be ap- 
plied to the purchase of the vehicle 
if it was the one selected from the 
bids received. 

The board also approved solicit- 
ing bids for utility poles needed 
soon. Moore said a special meeting 
would probably be called to open 
these bids and approve their pur- 
chase. 

Bills totaling $3482.96 were ap- 
proved for payment. This is the 
lowest monthly total since at least 


1974, according to Jack Prescott 
who has served as a board member, 
councilman and city clerk during 
this time. 

Moore and City Clerk Pat 
Boothe were both highly compli- 
mentary of the women who handle 
the utility bill payments. They not- 
ed the accounts had balanced to the 
exact penny for the last three 
months. 

A review of the accounts recciva- 
ble shows there were 57 accounts 
late or already pulled. The monies 
on these utility bills ranged from 
$3.90 to $204.89 and totaled 
$4987.92, 

Four bad checks are on file total- 
ing $291.16 with two of them 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
lion, 

The income statements for the 
utility showed the electric depart- 
ment sold electricity totaling 
$200,499.97. Sales for the year 
(since October 1) are up some 
$16,000 dollars with profits up 
$12,000. 

The utility purchased in the peri- 
od of April through December 
33,495,22 kilowatts of electricity 
and billed over 92% of this total. 
Experts readily accept anything un- 
der a ten percenit loss. 

The water system sales totaled 
$15,355.09 and this is up $2,000 
from the previous year. Profit for 
the year showed a 100% increase to 
$8,000. For the past eight months 
the utility pumped 189,473 gallons 
of water and billed 81% of this, a 
marked improvement over the past 
two years when only 50% was be- 
ing billed. 

The rural water continues to op- 
erate at a loss and board members 
were told this would continue until 
the loan for the extension was paid 
off. Last month the loss was 
$1,008.21. 

The sewer system continues to 
cost the utility board also. The 
pumping stations are maintained by 
the utility for the city and that cost 
for the fiscal year is $26,590.91, up 
almost 100% from the previous 
comparable period. Members were 
reminded that replacement and over- 
haul of several pumps caused this 
increased cost. 


mission run a survey to determine 
the exact location of the county line 
along the road on which Del! Ellis 
lives. 

Ellis has filed a suit against the 
county Board of Registrars chal- 
lenging the removal of his name 
from the official voters' list in Cof- 
fee County and according to Rowe, 
when the location of the count 
line is determined, it will make it 
clear whether or not Ellis lives in 
Coffee County or Geneva County. 

The commission was split on 
the request, but voted 4-3 (Eager- 
ton, Stephens and Averett voting 
no) to pay the cost of the survey. 

Rowe told the commission that 
it is not known whether or not it 
was insured at the time an inmate 
contends he was. beaten at the coun- 
ty jail. 

A former inmate placed in the 
jail by Elba police recently filed a 
$1 million suit against the county 
and City of Elba alleging he was 
beaten while being housed in the 
jail. 

The beating allegedly took place 
in December, 1986, and Rowe ex- 
plained that it isn't sure just when 
the county's insurance expired. 

"As long as the county contin- 
ucs to take misdemeanor prisoners 
from the cities and place them in 
the county jail the commission is 
leaving itself wide open to such 
lawsuits," declared Rowe. "The cit- 
ies need to take care of their own 
prisoners and the county needs to 
stop housing prisoners from the cit- 
ius.” 

Comm. Sid Averett stated "To- 
day is as good a time as any to in- 
form the City of Elba to take im- 
mediate steps toward the 
construction of a jail in which to 
house its prisoners, We need to 
ive the city time to do something 
and then stop allowing them to 
place their prisoners in the county 
jail." 

Comm. Robert Stephetis report- 
ed the county had a fund earmarked 
for jail renovation and that the fund 


an estimated constiuction cost of 
$400,000, 

"We could build a new jail for 
the county using county forces un- 
der the guidance of the maintenance 
engineer and stay within our bud- 
get," said Stephens, "and could then 
sell the existing jail to the city." 

The commission agreed to study 
the needs concerning the jail and ad- 
dress the issue at next week's regu- 
lar meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, Rowe asked the commis- 
sion for permission to attempt an 
out of court setuement with former 
county deputy sheriff Dennis 
Hobbs. 

Rowe stated that Hobbs had filed 
a $25,000 lawsuit seeking back pay 
for overtime worked while serving 
as deputy and that a possible settle- 
ment could be reached. 

The commission told Rowe to 
meet with Hobbs and then report 
back on any possible settlement.

School Board urges completion 
of revised student handbook 


The Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion met on Tuesday night, January 
10, 1989 and discussed the need to 
finalize a new student handbook 
which is being compiled by a com- 
inittee of teachers at the Elba High 
School. 

Committee chairperson Jean 
Helms told the board that the com- 
position of the committee included 
herself, Rick Rainer and Frances 
Prior and in studying the needs for a 
new handbook had examined the 
book now given to the students, as 
well as handbooks from other 
schools. 

Mrs. Helms reported the com- 
mittee's basic recommendations 
were enforce all school policies af- 
ter the completion of the handbook, 
distribute the handbook to all stu- 
dents as soon as it is completed and 
to encourage the administrative staff 
to adhere to the policies and to fol- 
low the chain of command in mat- 
ters concerning policies.” 

Supt. Lamar Foley told the com- 
mittee members present to "Contin- 
ue working and get the handbook in 
finished form for presentation to the 
board and faculty for their approv- 
al." 

"We need concrete policies for 
the student handbook," said Foley, 
"and need the policies speiled out 
clearly for all concerned.

and furnish proof of household in- 
come on all household members. 
The head of the household (or 
spouse) is the person who should 
make application, according to Peg- 
gt James, executive director. 

The Social Security card of the 
applicant, proof of monthly house- 
hold income and a recent heating 
bill should be provided at the time 
application is made, said Mrs. 
James. 

Persons who reside in a public 
housing project, Section 8 housing, 
or any other type housing in which 
the federal or state government pays 
all or a portion of the houschold’s 
heating cost either directly to the 
household or as a second party pay- 
ment are not eligible for assistance 
under this program. 

According to Mrs. James, most 
payments will average about $100 
and will be made directly to the fuel 
company which supplies the fuel. 
No payments will be made directly 
to a household. 

The combined gross income, for 
the month prior to the month of ap- 
plication, cannot exceed $552 for 
one person; $740 for two persons; 
$928 for three persons; and $1,116 
for four or more persons. 

Persons who believe themselves 
to qualify for the program may con- 
tact the nearest HRDC Center for 
an appointment. Centers are located 
in Barbour, Coffee, Geneva, Henry 
and Houston Counties.

GTE Increase 


: Under GTE's proposal, local res- 
idential telephone service rate in- 
creases will vary from $3.90 to 
$4.70 per month. Business local 
service rate increases will vary due 
to several restructuring changes be- 
ing proposed. 

Allen W. McCook, GTE's Ala- 
bama general manager, said "Rate 
relief is needed to continue to ser- 
vice improvements GTE has 
planned for the state. And, most of 
the proposed rates still remain be- 
low those charged for similar ser- 
vices in non-GTE served communi- 
ties." 

GTE's last rate case in Alabama 
was filed in 1982. Since then, the 
company has invested nearly $128 
million statewide in sophisticated 
digital electronic technology, fiber 
optic cable and other improvements 
to provide its customers with state- 
of-the-art telephone communica- 
tions--an additional investment of 
over $1,000 per access line. 

McCook said an additional $58 
million is earmarked statewide over 
the next two years for capital in- 
vestment projects, among them be- 
ing the conversion of five central 
offices (Opp, Geneva, Elba, Green- 


ville and Abbeville) to fully digital 
switching equipment. 

"For the past six years, custom- 
ers have been paying monthly local 
rates that were based on GTE's 
1982 costs and investments in Ala- 
bama," said McCook. "Since then, 
we've experienced a rapid customer 
growth rate and costs have contin- 
ued to increase. Yet, the company 
improved the quality of telephone 


service to the increasing number of - 


customers at six-year-old prices.” 

"The primary reasons for our rate 
request stem from the mounting in- 
vestment we've made in moderniza- 
tion and service improvements for 
Alabama customers since our last 
rate case filing in 1982, as well as 
the reduction of local service sub- 
sidies that existed prior to the dereg- 
ulating of our industry," said 
McCook. 

The new rates, if approved, 
would probably go into effect later 
this year. The PSC will consider 
GTE's request and hold public hear- 
ings before a final decision is made 
on the new rates, Rate case proceed- 
ings are historically completed 
within seven months of filing.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Does the Bible condemn 
abortion? 


While neither testament specifically mentions abortion, many Biblical 
principles speak to the issue of abortion. The principle that life, all life, is a 
gift from God, is very important. Paul said, "He giveth to all life, and 
breath" (Acts 17:25). Human life, including the unborn child, is made "in 
the image of God" (Gen, 1:27). Human life is raised above all other life, be- 
cause human life shares a special kinship with God. God told Noah, as he 
was commissioned to replenish the earth, "Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by 
man shall nis blood be shed: for in the image of God made he man" (Gen. 
9:6). Jesus Christ demonstrated the sacredness of life, in offering himself as 
an atoning sacrifice for men. "For God so loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him sould not perish, but 
have everlasting life" (John 3:16). Because Jesus counted oy? ife precious, 
He told his disciples to "preach the gospel to every creature” (Mark 16:15). 

The Bible makes no distinction between the child before birth, and after 
birth. God told Jeremiah, "Before I formed thee in the belly, I knew thee; 
and before thou camest forth out of the womb I sanctified thee, and I or- 
dained thee a prophet unto the nations" (Jer. 1:5), Whiat if Jeremiah's mother 
had aborted the child? When Elizabeth, the mother of John the Baptist, 
greeted Mary, the mother of Jesus, "the babe leaped in her womb" (Luke 
1:41). The Greek word brephos, used to describe the baby John the Baptist, 
is a word that is used to describe a baby either before or after birth. John the 
Baptist was not some lump of protoplasm before his birth. He was an un- 
born child. 

Many arguments are made in favor of abortion, such as the fact that the 
chiJd might be deformed, or unloved, or unwanted. Most abortions, howev- 
er, are performed primarily for the convenience of the mother. The purpose 
of abortion is to kil] the unborn baby. Though those favoring abortion pre- 
fer the term "fetus" to describe the unborn baby, that which is unborn is 
still a human child, life created in the image of . Almost any argument 
that can be made for killing the unborn child by abortion can be met with 
the argument thai the same goals could be mei by killing the newbom in- 
fant. The unwanted, or unloved child can be killed much more easily outside 
the womb, than ‘inside the womb. But the law, as well as God's word calls 
this murder. And the Bible also recognizes abortion as murder. Solomon 
wrote of seven things the Lord hates, which are an abomination to him. One 
of these is "hands that shed innocent blood” (Prov. 6:17). Abortion is the 
shedding of innocent blood, the blood of defenseless babies.

Building inspector named 


at Monday council meeting 


The Elba City Council voted 
Monday evening to add Martin Lu- 
ther King's birthday to the official 
holiday schedule for city employ- 
ees. 


Mayor Fred Moore brought up‘ 


the matter and noted it wasn't on 
the official list of holidays and he 
had contacted the Alabama League 
of Municipalities just prior to the 
holiday last week to determine if he 
could give the day as an administra- 
tive holiday and had learned he 
didn't have that authority legally. 

Moore recommended the city add 
this day and cut out an unofficial 
day the employees had been recciv- 
ing during recent years. He noted 
that the Friday after Thanksgiving 
had routinely been taken as an addi- 
tional holiday even though it wasn't 
official. He suggested this be elimi- 
nated, 

Council member Eddie Vaughan 
questioned the dropping of the Fri- 
day after Thanksgiving noting this 
wouldn't be giving the employees 
anything extra. He asked how much 
an extra paid holiday would cost the 
cily. 

Moore estimated it would cost 
$2,000 plus overtime pay for police 
officers and others who might have 
to work overtime. 

Council member John W. 
Sharpless added that after a person 
had been with the city for only a 
short time, the vacation time plus 
the nine days of holidays totaled al- 
most a month off cach year. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said he preferred the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Moore, noting "I 
have to work that day." He agreed 
the matter was open for later discus- 
sion if any council member so de- 
sired. 

The action was approved by all 
members and Moore was instructed 
to take the necessary action to make 
the day an official holiday in the fu- 
ture, 

Two board appointments were 
made with council member Brunson 
getting both of these. Moore noted 
that law requires a member of the 
city council be on the zoning board 
and Mrs. Gladys Yelverton has re- 
quested replacement. Therefore an- 
other council member had to be add- 
ed to this board and Brunson 
consented to accept the appoint- 
ment 

Brunson was also named to the 
utility board, replacing Mayor 
Moore who had resigned last week 
to become superintendent of the 
utility. Alabama law forbids Moore 
from serving in both capacities. 

Action to make appointments to 
the industrial board and recreation 
board was tabled until the next 
meeting. Council members wanted 
some time to make recommenda- 
tions before filling these appoint- 
ments. 

William Sam Andrews was offi- 
cially named Animal Control Offi- 
cer. He is replacing Fletcher King 
who retired for health reasons, ac- 
cording to Police Chief Freddie 
Hanchey. 

William Scarbrough was named 
building inspector for Elba. The 
city has been without an official in- 
specior for several years. Moore 
said, “It is time to start enforcing 
the building code.” 


Council members were shown a 
list of things a builder will be ex- 
pected to comply with during con- 
struction. One of these lists will be 
available to the builder when a 
building permit is purchased. Scar- 
brough will work part-time and 
only when needed to inspect con- 
struction, 

The council approved a request 
to place two pieces of used city 
equipment in the public auction 
scheduled for February 4 at the New 
Brockton Farm Center. 

These were a used school bus 
that hasn't been used because of in- 
surance problems, and an excess 
1982 Chevrolet Citation formerly 
used by the police department. 

The council approved the auction 
sale, but instructed Moore to ascer- 
tain the dollar value of these vehi- 
cles and not sell them unless this 
figure was bid, 

A letter was read from the Senior 
Citizens Center thanking the city 
for painting the inside walls of the 
center. They also asked that a handi- 
capped parking space be marked at 
city hall. An improved sidewalk ac- 
cess ramp on Court Square (at 
Merle Norman) was also requested. 

Moore said he immediately took 
action for the handicapped parking 
space but needed some time to fig- 
ure out how to improve the side- 
walk access they requested. He ex- 
plained that one improvement 
seemed to cause two additional 
problems or hazard. 

A proclamation calling for a ci- 
tywide effort to clean up Elba was 
read and slened by Moore. He set 
Saturday, March 4 as the day to 
kick off this project. 

Moore explained he planned to 
call a meeting of all concerned citi- 
zens prior to March to get this pro- 
ject going. The Army Reserve and 
the National Guard have been con- 
tacted and asked to help if that is 
their drill day. The work release 
center has agreed to get involved 
and the schools and other groups 
will be urged to participate. 

A suggestion by Sharpless that 
trash cans be placed in high traffic 
areas to help with keeping the city 
clean was greeted favorably by the 
group. Moore added he had had of- 
fers from local businesspersons to 
furnish these trash containers. 

Chief Hanchey told the council 
his department had answered 109 
telephone complaints during the 
last two weeks. This included eight 
accidents. They also attended to 14 
traffic cases including three DUI ar- 
rests. There were also ten criminal 
arrests during this period, according 
the Hanchey. 


[ma Commission agrees & disagrees 


Dubose asks commission to delay buildings 


‘The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
January 23, at the courthouse in 
Elba and once again discussed the 
progress of the new health depart- 
ment office to be constructed in En- 
terprise. 

Comm. Sid Averett told the 
commissioners that he had been 
told some of the group had been 
discussing the possibility of receiv- 
ing mental health funds and using 
the funds in conjunction with the 
construction of the new health de- 
partment. 

"I have made numerous calls try- 
ing to find funding for the health 
department," said Averett, “and 
none are available. Crum Foshee 
got Covington County some mon- 
ey for mental health and if there is 
some more money at the state for 
mental health I hope we get it; 
however, the two projects are not 
related and should be kept separate.” 

Comm. Jim Dubose told the 
commissioners "I think the com- 
mission may have been a little has- 
ty in its action concerning the 
health department." 

"I don't want to rock the boat," 
said Dubose, "but I think the com- 
mission is perhaps pushing ahead 
too quickly. The citizens of Coffee 
County are going to have to pay for 
and live with this new building for 
a long time. We are also discussing 
the construction of a new jail and 
have been asked to build a judicial 
building, not to mention a possible 
mental health building, I believe we 
should slow down and form a com- 
mittee to study the complete needs 
of the county and then make defi- 
nite plans for the future of the 
county.” 


Milton Belcher 
is co-author of 
recent report 


A 26-page report released recent- 
ly entitled "The Black Male in Ala- 
bama; A Demographic Portrait," re- 


ported that many national 
researchers consider the black male 
an endangered species. 


The report, a publication of the 
Center for Demographic and Cultu- 
ral Research at Auburn University 
at Montgomery, revealed that while 
the number of black males in the 
Alabama population registered a 
moderate increase during the 1970’, 
the group comprised only 11.9 per- 
cent of the state's population in 
1980, down from 17.3 percent a 
half century ago. 

In the report, co-authored by 
Milton E. Belcher, a native of Elba, 
who is an assistant Attomey Gener- 
al in the State of Alabama and 
serves as the chief of the Civil 
Rights Division, it stated that dur- 
ing the years the black males had 
killed one another, moved from the 
state in search of jobs and dropped 
out of high school, which limited 
the work opportunities of the 
males, 

As a result, over two-thirds of 
Alabama's black males are younger 
than 35, thus leaving the youth 
fewer role models and also leaving a 
generation of black women with 
fewer marriage potential partners. 

"Our deliverance lies in our own 
hands," stated Belcher. "Those of us 
who have the ability to be of ser- 
vice...owe it to ourselves and to our 
community to lend our expertise to 
others. Black professionals have an 
obligation, rather than a responsi- 
bility, to give back to the commu- 
nity by donating time to talk with 
young people, teaching them how 
to succeed economically and social- 
ly." 


Federal jury returns verdict of not 
guilty against Enterprise company 


A federal jury needed only five 
hours of deliberation last week be- 
fore returning "not guilty" verdicts 
against an Enterprise company, its 
owner and a former employee on 
charges that they conspired to de- 
fraud the United States government. 

The 12-member jury aquitted En- 
terprise Electronics Corporation, 


company president Neil Braswell 
and former purchasing agent Mike 
Trawick of all charges alleged in the 
27-count indictment. 

The indictment had charged that 
Braswell and Trawick had worked 
together to overstate the cost of ma- 
jor components of a weather radar 
system for the Air Force. 


Comm. Eugene Bradley re- 
marked "There is a limit to what we 
can do, We can either build build- 
ings or operate the county!" 

Comm, chairman Billy Eagerton 
stated "I think we should contact 


* Sen, Foshee to find out of funds are 


available for mental health and see 
just what is available and decide 
just what we can do." 

Comm. Bill Faulk said "I agree 
we need to take a look at where we 
stand, but we're already cot nitted 
to the construction of a health de- 
partment and have already sold the 
existing facility." 

Comm. Robert Stephens 
changed the subject slightly and 
told his fellow commissioners that 
he had been approached by a repre- 
sentative of a bonding company 
who reported that the county could 
have received a better rate on the 
pending sale of bonds to finance the 
construction of the new health de- 
partment building. 

Comm. Averett agreed tha} the 
commission may have proceeded a 
little too fast on choosing a bond- 
ing company and after a brief dis- 
cussion the commission agreed to 
compare rates of the various compa- 
nies and then make a final decision. 

The routine opening of the bids 
on two cars for the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment turned out to be not so rou- 
tine when the commission voted 
against the wishes of the sheriff and 
chose to purchase two cars using 
the state bid instead of buying the 
cars locally. 

The only bids received on the 
cars, one to be a patrol car and the 
other for use by the sheriff, came 


from Ed Sherling Ford, of Enter- 
prise, in the amounts of 
$13,725.45 and $13,839.00. 

The state bids on the cars were 
listed at $12,005.45 and 
$12,821.86 and it was reported that 
the state bids were on Chevrolets, 
while the bids received were obvi- 
ously on Fords. 

Deputy Sheriff Buddy Ammons 
told the commission that Sheriff 
Brice Paul was out of town, but had 
been contacted by phone and the 
sheriff requested the commission 
table the bids until he could meet 
with the group. 

The commission, noting that a 
savings-of $2,700 would be realized 
by using the state bid, voted 6-1 to 
proceed and purchase the cars using 
the state bid, with only Comm, 
Dubose opposing the motion, 

David Rhoden, representing the 
court reporters in the circuit, was 
back before the commission and re- 
quested the commission seek legis- 
lation to grant the court reporters a 
pay raise of $3,000 annually. It 
will be the first raise in the court 
reporters supplement since 1965. 

Rhoden stated that the raises 
would be covered by the Worthless 
Check Fund in the DA's office and 
would not cost the county any 
money. 

The commission agreed with the 
request, with the stipulation that 
the raises be covered through the 
fund mentioned and that the com- 
mission not be asked to cover any 
shortages in the fund, 

Comm. Dubose requested that 
the commission pass a resolution 
encouraging the county's legislators 


to continue with plans to 4-lane 
Highway 84 through Coffeg Coun- 
ty, using the existing route in the 
county. 

Comm, Averett stated that he 
had been told at the state level that 
the "hold up" in the plans was due 
to a conflict between city officials 
in the county about the route the 
highway would take if it was four- 
laned. 

The commission agreed the pro- 
ject would benefit Coffee County 
and also agreed to sct up a meeting 
with the commission and Sen. 
Crum Foshee, 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved the minutes of the 


._previous meeting; 


***received a copy of the coun- 
ty's policy on driveway pipe; 

***received a copy of emergency 
phone numbers for use in emergen- 
cies involving the highway depart- 
ment; 

***received the monthly fuel re- 
port; 

***voted to seck bids on treated 
timber and pre-cast concrete; 

***was reminded the county 
would hold an auction of surplus 
property on Feb.4; 

*** instructed chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton to seck an Attorney Gener- 
al's Opinion on the legality of 
working on private property used as 
places to turn around by school 
buses; 

***received an update on the 
budget; 

***and, tabled making an ap- 
pointment to the regional library 
board.

Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion B, Brunson was sworn in 
for a second term in office on Satur- 
day, January 14, 1989 during an 
impressive ceremony in front of a 
packed courtroom at the courthouse, 
in Elba. 


Judge Eris Paul administered the™ 


oath of office to Brunson, who was 
recently elected to a second term in 
office. 

Following the ceremony, Judge 
Brunson spoke about his years in 
office and plans for the future. 

"When I took office six-years 
ago my first priority was to im- 
prove the efficiency and appearance 
of the probate office in both court- 
houses,” stated Brunson. "The offic- 
es had good employees, but they 
had to work with antiquated equip- 
ment and worked from old Army 
surplus desks. We have worked hard 
to serve the people of Coffee Coun- 
ty well and we will continue to do 
so." 

"As the chairman of the county 
commission I worked to turn 
around the image of the chairman- 
ship and help improve the image of 
the entire commission," added Brun- 
son. "I began conducting the meet- 


ings as business meetings with a 
detailed agenda and by doing so we 
were able to hold shorter, but more 
productive meetings. Ityhas been a 
challenge to work as chairman of 
the commission and aij the same 
time it has been enjoyable.

"I won't be the chairman of the 
commission due to a change in the 
law," said Brunson, "but I will con- 
tinue to work for improvements at 
the courthouses and will help the 
commission whenever asked, J will 
be active and will be accessible to 
the people of this county.”
